"CREATED A STIR. 


The Prince of Wales’ Appearance To- 
Day on the Witness Stand. 


LONDON GREATLY AGITATED OVER THE 
BACCARAT SCANDAL IN COURT. 


The Plaintiff's Cross-Examination Con-/ or 


cluded This Morning—Sir Charles Rus- 
sell Scores His First Advantage—The 
Prince of Wales Testifies—Fashionabies 
in Court. 


Loxpos, June 3.—The second day of the 
famous trial, otherwise the suit for damages 
brought by Sir Wiliam Gordon-Cumming 
against Mr. and Mrs. Lycett Green, Mr. and 
Mrs. Arthur Wilson and Mr. Berkeley Levett 
for slander, commenced this morning at 
about II o’clock with an almost complete 
repetition of the scenes witnessed yesterday 
at the opening of this cause celebre. If any- 
thing the rush for admittance to the Queen’s 
bench division of Her Majesty’s high court of 
justice was greater than on Monday, for 
everybody looked forward to being adie to 
see the Prince of Wales upon the witness 


stand and to hearing the testimony which he 
would give in regard tothe gambling which 
took place at the Wilson residence at Tranby- 
Croft near Doncaster on Sept. 8 and 8, 1890. 

The crowd outside and inside the new law 
courts, especially about the Queen's Bench 
division, were good-natured and orderly, re- 
quiring little admonition from the strong 
force of policemen on hand. Long before 11 
o clock, the hous fixed upon for the official 
reopening of the court, all of the seats 
allotted to the favored few were filled 
apprrentiy by the same bright, fash- 
ionabie, gally- dressed audience which 
enlivened the grim-looking law court yester- 
day. Many people, profiting by their absti- 
nence of yesterday, had evidentiy provided 
themselves to-day with sundry mild refresh- 
ments of a solid and of a liquid nature, which 
they carried in pretty little baskets half con- 
cealed by flowers, bocks, newspapers and 
opera-giasses. Thus armed and equipped the 
ladiesand gentlemen who are so deeply in- 
terested in the baccarat scandal prepared ior 
another day of this new sensation. 

THE HEIR APPARENT. 

When the Prince of Wales and his Private 
Secretary, Sir Francis Knollys, entered the 
court-room this morning with most com 
mendabie punctuality everybody in the court 
rose to their feet and ceased speaking. The 
Prince, who looked as good natured as ever, 
even H he seemed somewhat preoccupied, 
bowed slightly right and left to the specta- 
tors, modded semilingly to one or two inti- 
mates whom he recognized and took the 
same seat, a red cushioned arm chair on the 
left hand of Lora Chief Justice Coleridge, 
which he occupied yesterday. On the Judge’s 
right hand were seated Ladies Coleridge, 
(larke and Russell, the wives respectively of 
the Lord Chief Justice Sir Edward Clarte,the 
Solicttor-General, leading counsel for the 
plainti?, and of Str Charlies Russell, the lead- 
ing counsel for the defendents. The iadies 
emiled and chatted together as pleasantly as 
if they had been at a matinee orat a pleasure 
party, instead of spectators at a trial inyolv- 
ing the homer and entire future of A4 man 
who, as his worst enemies admit, has been a 
gallant soldier. Lady Brooke, whose name 
was added to the list of Mrs. Arthur W fison’s 
invited guests at Tranby Croft during the 
eventful Doncaster meeting of September last, 
wes among those present at the trial this 
morning. Lady Brooke was among the early 
arrivals, as was Col. H. H. D. Stracey, the 
commanding Officer of the Scots Guards of 
which regiment Sir Wm. Gordon-Cumming 
was a major and lHeutenant-coicnel. But 
next to the Prince of Wales and Sir Wm. Gor- 
don-Cumming, Lady Brooke was the center 
of attraction, almost every lorgnette and 
opera- glass in the court being leveled persis- | 
tently at der, a fact which did not seem in 
the slightest degree to disturb her supreme 
composure. 

THE PLAINTIFF. 

The entrance of the plaintiff did not attract 
$0 much attention to-day as it did yesterday. 
He was as cool and calm as ever, and on his 
soidier-like face there was not the slightest 
trace of emotion or of the effects of the ordeal 
through which he passed yesterday. Like 
bis former friend, the Prince of Wales, Sir 
Wiliam was pertectiy dressed, 
gloved, anc there was no denying that an air 
of quiet distinction could be seen in his every 
movement, gesture and expression. His 
cold gray eyes flashed con as he 
gianced in the direction where the defencants 
were seated. 

When the Lord Chief Justice had given the 
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of 
reports derogatory to the character of sSirWm. 
Gordon-Cumming by Lord Coventry. These 
reports intimated unfair play by the plain 
tif. The Prince then recited how the sad 
event had resulted in the breaking up of the 
party assembied at Tranby Croft. Before 
leaving Mr. Wiison’s residence witness had 
sent to nis private secretary, Sir 
Francis Enollys, for safekeeping a 
statement in connection with the case 
which was signed by three of the gentlemen 
and two of the ladies who were present. Sir 
Francis was not aware of the nature of the 
statement and had not seen Sir Wm. Gordon- 
Cumming until after the gentleman had been 
interviewed by Gen. Williams and Lord 
Coventry and had denied the truth of the 
charge to bim (witness). When witness 
heard the story of Sir William’s alleged 
wrong doing, Gen. Williams and Lord 
Coventry prepared and handed to him a 
precise account of the occurrence. This con- 
cluded the evidence of the Prince on direct 
examination. 

. CROSS- EXAMINED. 

The doubts of the audience as to whether 
the Prince would be subjected to cross-exam- 
ination were quickly set at rest by Sir Charies 
Russell rising to question the distinguished 
witness. In reply to questions by Sir Charlies 
the Prince testified that he believed he had also 
seen in this connection Prince Edward and 
Capt. Somerset, in addition to the three gen- 
tlemen to whom certain statements had been 
made by three other gentiemen of the party. 
Witness was not informed that two ladies, 
whom he had not seen at the time, 
alleged that they also had witnessed 
dishonest play by the plainti®. He aid 
not recollect whether any one of the 
three gentiemen said anything about with- 
drawing a portion of the stakes or that &sir 
William had systematically placed on the 
board a larger stake than had originally been 
placed there. Continuing, the Prince stated 
that the suggestion that a memorandum of the 
unfortunate affair be prepared and submitted 


quiesced. Witness was greatly distressed by 
the occurrence. Referring to the interview 
had by him with Sir Williamin the presence 
of Gen. Williams, witness said that the plan- 
tiff asked him whether he belleved the state- 
ments made against him.

The Western Union’s Suit Against the 
First Electric Light Company. 


THE PLAINTIFF VICTORIOUS AFTER FIVE 
YEARS OF LITIGATION. 


A Monopoly of the Atmosphere Granted 
in the Decision Sustained by the Court 
of Appeals—Charles Green Settles as 
Obey Owens’ Bondsman and Pays $15,- 
000—Other Court Matters. 


An opinion was handed down by the Court 
of Appeals to-day in a case the history of 
which marks it as one of the most 
remarkable cases ever filed in 
the St. Louis Circuit Court. The case 
is that ofthe Western Union Telegraph Co. 
against the Guernsey & Scudder Electric 
Light Co., now the St. Louls Power Co. The 
suit was filed Dec. 24, 1885, and this is the first 
decision of the Court of Appeals in the case. 

This wasinthe early days of electricity. 
Guernsy & Scudder Electric Co. strung its 
wires on the same poles used by the Western 
Union Telegraph Co., on Locust between 
Third and Fourth streets. Insula- 
tion was then very imperfect, 
andthe Western Union applied for an 
injunction to restrain the Electric Co. 
from constructing electric currents over 
their wires, because of the danger by induc- 
tion. 

The case did not come up for hearing until 
the summer of 1887, the intervening time 
being taken up in preparing for trial. Testi- 
mony was taken in ali parts of the country 
tending to throw light on elec- 
tricity, and when the case came 
up for trial electric wires and 
appliances were brought into court in large 
quantities and offered in evidence. Judge J. 
H. McKeighan was the attorney for the 
Western Union Co., and Henry Hitch- 
cock defended the case. The 
case was tried before Judge 
Lubke, who then occupied the Circuit bench, 
and took two weeksin hearing. It was the 
last case heard by Judge Lubke before retir- 
ing from the bench. 

NETS RENEATH THE WIRES, 

After struggling with the mass of testi- 
mony, the dimensions of which can be 
‘gleaned by the fact that the transcript of the 
case covers 840 pages of closely writ- 
ten legal cap, for some months 
longer, Judge Lubke rendered R 
decree forbidding the Electric Light Co. from 
stringing any wires over those of the Western 
Union on Locust between Third and Fourth, 
Nearer than 8 feet, so as to avoid 
dangers from induction. Also requir- 
ing electric company to place a net 
work between wires of telegraph company 
and the electric Company so as to prevent in- 
jury from falling electric light wires. 

An appeal was taken, and the case went to 
the Court of Appeals and was argued before 
that body. Judge Peers was a member ofthe 
Court of Appeals at that time, but his term ex- 
piring he was succeeded by Judge Biggs. This 
caused further delay, Judge Biggs having to 
familiarize himself with the case,which hung 
in the upper court for over three years, the 
longest that ever a case remained in the Court 
of Appeals without a decision. 

THE DECISION. 

Finally the case was disposed of to-day, 
Judges Rombauer and Biggs affirming the 
decision of the Circuit Court and Judge 
Thompson, the third member of the Court of 
Appeals, giving a dissenting opinion. 
As a reason for dissenting Judge Thompson 
says: ‘‘lagree with much of the reasoning of 
the foregoing opinion, but not with allof it. 
I do not agree with its result. My 
chief reason for not agreeing to the result is 
that the holding that the plaintiff was enti- 
tled to any equitable relief in 
this case set a precedent for en- 
joining a large portion of the electric 
light wires in the city and would give the 
plaintiff in a sense a monopoly of the atmos- 
phere.’’ 

CAUSE OF DELAY. 

This seems to have been the cause of de- 
lay. Under the evidence an af- 
firmation in the. opinion of the 
judges had to be given, and with the in- 
creased knowledge acquired of electricity it 
did not seem the right thing to 
do. Another feature of the case is 
that the uildings occupied by the 
litigating companies when the case was be- 
gun have since burned down, the cause of the 
fire being attributed to electric wires. The 
Guernsey & Scudder Co. was at 306 Locust, 
and the Western Union at Third and Olive. 

What the effect will be should the decision 
be taken advantage of tofight electric com- 
panies is hard to conjecture. It 
ig generally understood that the 
fight for years in the case at issue was over 
Costs, which are enormous. One transcript cost 
$475. Thecourt divides the costs, the West- 
ern Union to pay one-fourth and the 
electric company the remainder. 

OTHER CASES. 

There were four other decisions by the 
Court of Appeals. Johanna M. Coughian et 
al. against John Barker, which was reversed 
and remanded; Augustus O. Girard against 
St. Louis Car-Wheel Co., affirmed; 
Ww m T. Windsor against the 
Hannibal & st. Joseph Rallroad Co. from 
Monroe County, which was a concurring 
opinion by Judge Thompson to a former de- 
cree; Alexander Riley against Renick Milling 
Co., from Monroe Co.; judgment modified,

LARGEST HOUSE IN THE WORLD. 


An Immense Building, Near Vienna, in 
Which 2,112 People Live. 


Every American, European and Oriental 
country has its scores of public and private 
mansions, yet Vienna, Austria, has the giant 
ofthemall. The Freihaus (free house), sit - 
uated in Wieden, a suburb of the city just 
mentioned, is the most spacious building on 
the globe. Within its wails a whole city of 
human beings live and work, sleep and eat. 
It contains in all between 1,200 and 1,500 
rooms, divided into upward of 400 dwelling 
apartments of from four to six rooms each. 
This immense house has thirteen courtyards 
—five open and eight covered—and a large 
garden within its walls. A visitor to the 
building relates that he once spent two hours 
~ looking for a man known to reside in the 

ouse. 

Scarcely a trade, handiwork or profession 
can be named which is not represented in 
this enormous building. Gold and silver 
workers, makers of fancy articles, lodging- 
house keepers, bookbinders, agents, turners, 
hatters, officers, locksmiths, joiners, tutors, 
scientifiC men, Government clerks, three 
bakers, eighteen tailors, twenty-nine shoe- 
makers and many other tradesmen live in it. 

The house has thirty-one staircases and 
fronts On three streets and one square. In 
one day the postman’s delivery has amount- 
ed to as many as 1,000 pieces to this single 
but titanic house. To address a letter to the 
house and to the person it ig intended for 
does not assure the sender that the person to 
whom it is addressed will ever receive it. 

In order to ‘‘make assurance doubly sure’’ 
all letters addressed to the ‘‘Freihaus’’ must 
be provided with both the given andthe sur- 
name of the person for whom intended, the 
number of the court, the number of the stair- 
case and the number of the apartment; 
otherwise it is apt to go astray as though 
addressed toa city unprovided with dtree - 
tions as to street and number. 

At the present time 2,112 persons live in this 
immense building and pay an annual rental 
of over 100,000 florins,

Japan Has a Relic of Thirteenth-Century 
Art. 


From the London Times. 

The history of an ancient picture, which 
still exists and which was lately exhibited in 
Tokio, is given by the Japan Mail. In 1274 
Kublai Kahn, afterward conqueror and Em- 
peror of China, sent a large military and 
naval force against Japan, but that expe- 
dition was wholly unsuccessful, being re- 
pulsed with heavy loss.

A FIGHT AGAINST sr. LOUIS. . 

The long fight against the opening of the 
Indian Territory still continues. It 16 
now, as it always has been, no matter how 
disguised by pretended regard for laws and 
treaties or for the rights and welfare of the 
Indians, a fight to prevent a rich and popu- 
lace new State from ocoupying one of the 
fairest and most fertile sites within the 
commercial domain of St. Louis. 

But the opposition is now evidently in 
itslast ditch. Instead of pleading for the 
Indians and for a literal fulfillment of In- 
dian treaties, even tothe extent of dedi- 
cating to perpetual solitude an agricultural 
area as valuable as that of Kansas, the cry 
now is for the repudiation of an obligation 
created by an act of Congress to pay the 
Indians acertain sum for certain lands 
worth many times the stipulated amount. 
Instead of the cry that we are wronging 
the Indians we now hear the indignant cry 
that the Indians are getting the advantage 
of us and robbing the United States Gov- 
ernment of several millions of dollars by 
virtue of an act passed by both houses of 
Congress and approved by the President. 

If, as alleged by those who wish to keep 
white settlers barred out as long as possi- 
ble, this land was bought from the In- 
dians by the Government and paid for long 
ago, and if the Indian title was so extin- 
guished by the treaty of cession as to open 
it to settlement long ago without further 
payment, why was it not opened? Why 
have the terms of cession so long obliged 
the Government to expel white squatters 
from those lands by force of arms, and 
been cited so successfully to restrain Con- 
gress from passing any act opening the 
land to settlement without further pay- 
ment? 

St. Louis has been too indifferent to the 
incubus imposed upon her growth by the 
dedication of this broad and beautiful land 
to solityde and savagery while Congress 
and the Government were clearing the In- 
dians out of the Northwest and creating 
half-a-dozen new States therein for the 
benefit of Chicago. Our city should no 
2 ae tolerate any trifling, pettifogging 
of dilatory haggling with this question. 
Every foot of that land is needed for a mil- 
lion industrious but landless farmers, 
whose occupation of it would in ten years 
repay the United States Government a 
hundred fold the cost of paying the Indians 
a fair price for it. And such occupation 
would give more increase tothe popula- 
tion, the industries and the commerce of 
St. Louisin the first ten yearsthan they 


now boast of in the last twenty.

THE latest original package decision of 


the Supreme Court is simply a distinct 
affirmation of the right of the States, with 
the express consent of Congress, ta regu- 
late interstate commerce to an extent 
which would be unconstitutional without 
the express consent of Congress. It dis- 
tinctly affirms the power of Congress to 
confer upen the States as much as it 
pleases of that control over interstate 
commerce which the Constitution vests 
exclusively in Congress. Itis therefore a 
distinct reversal of the Supreme Court’s 
former position that no act of Congress 
can confer upon any State a power which 
the Constitution says Congress alone shall 
exercise, 


A CABINET council has decided to issue

McKinleyites Change Front.

The Mehner bill hus deen in force over 
seven months, but that increase of wages 
which was promised has not come or is not 
visible. There seem to be as many men in 
need of work as last September. Some indus- 
tries have been depressed rather than stimu- 
lated—notably the wool-growing ones. The 
imports of foreign competitive woolens have 
not stopped in spite of the higher duties, but 
have increased. The good things which were 
promised have not come to pass. The McKin- 
leyites were poor phophets. The New York 
Tribune was one of the papers which defended 
the McKinley bill because it would stop foreign 
imports of competitive manufactures, but it 
has turned a somerset and is defending the 
new tariff against the charge that it will sup- 
press foreign trade—the very thing it hoped 
it would do. It quotes custom-house reports 
to show that the value of dutiable imports for 
the last quarter of 1890 under the McKinley 
bill duties was much greater than for the cor- 
responding quarter of 1889. 


Why the Party Wants Blaine.

For the first time in Bilaine’s public career, 
it is overtowering statesmanship—states- 
manship that makes him stand out single 
from all his fellow Republican leaders—that 
has forged him tothe front asa presidential 
candidate.

It is well 
known that the emigrant steamers are al- 
ready engaged full for the summer, and be- 
fore the fall over 100,000 workingmen will have 
landed in the United States.

FORGED AND FRAUDULENT DRAFTS 
DRAWN TO SUPPORT HIS WIFE. 


The Strange Story Developed by a Divorce 
Proceeding—Heckelmann, in Hig Re- 
turn to His Wife’s Petition, Admits 
Writing the Worthless Checks Kere 
to Defend the Suit.

The case ig as remarkable as the return. 
The plaintiff alleges in her petition that she 
married Heckelmann on Nov. 27, 1890, in this 
city, and on that very day he forged a check 
drawn on the German Savings Institution 
fér $63.95. He also drew up and signed a 
check on that bank the same day for $8 when 
he had no account there so the petition avers. 
On Nov. 29, 1890, he drew a check on the same 
bank for $100. The check was payable to his 
signature. This 
he had a friend of his family indorse and cash 
itisalleged. His next offense, as recited in 
the petitition, was committed on Dec. 5, 1890, 
when he drew up a check 
for $75, payable to the order ot 
a man named Krueger. To pay the money 
this check called for he is alleged to have 
forged another check for $200. The two last 
named checks, like all the others, were 
drawn on the German Savings Institution. 
The wife alleges in her petition for divorce 
that although able to work and offered a 
position, he preferred to support her by 
writing fraudulent and forged checks. 
She stated in her petition that 
she believed him to be at El Paso, Tex. The 
papers were accordingly sent to EI Paso, 
Tex., for service, and yesterday afternoon 
they were handed over the Sheriff’s desk to 
Chief Deputy Pete Daily. They had not 

mailed back, but delivered by an officer 
in person, 
HIS ATTORNEY SURPRISED, 

Mr. John B. Roeder, the attorney for Mrs. 
Heckelmann, was seen to-day about the case. 
cannot understand that return, he re- 
marked. Why any sane man should make it 
puszles me. I have never met Mr. Heckelmann 
and know nothing of his mental capacity, 
but this act of his is certainly peculiar. He is 
back in the city, I understand. In fact, I saw 
a letter from him a week r which he 
spoke of returning here, letter was 
written at EI Paso, and he writes 
an excellent letter, too. I think that 
his admissions of the forgeries and fraudu- 
lent checks will be sufficient to give his wife 
the divorce, as they will be adjudged indig- 
nities sufficient to render intolerable the con- 
dition of any sensitive, refined woman.

A REPORT BASED UPON INFORMATION 
FROM UNDERCURRENT SOURCES. 


Importance of the Consolidation of the 


Two Systems—The Alleged Mobile & 
Ohio Sale—An Official Denial of the Re- 
port—Increase of L. & N. Stock—Rail- 


road News. 


New YORK, June 2.—The WORLD says: From 
undercurrent sources, intormation is 
gained sufficient to warrant the belief that 
two ofthe most important systems in the 
fouth—the Louisville & Nashville and East 
Tennessee, Virginia & Georgia—will at no 
distant date be practically under one man- 
agement or operated jointly. It is not long 
since the latter named road absorbed the 
Queen & Crescent system, and from present 
indications it would seem that another deal 
is on for the joining of forces of the two lines 
above named. Whether a direct congolida- 
tion is to be the outcome cannot be stated at 
the present time, but sufficient to say 
that a mutual understanding in the division 
of the territory and traffic will be one object 
attained if no more. For the past month 
or more high officials of the two lines 
have been busily engaged in the collection of 
tonnage statistics from every important 
traffic point south ofthe Potomac and Ohio 
Rivers, which are touched bythe two sys-

FIGHTING N. T. . E. 

Bos rox, Mass., June 2.—A brokerage house 
here has of late made several determined at- 
tacks upon New Tork & New England stock. 
Just before the close of the board yesterday 
they drove the price of preferred stock to 96, 
a decline of 5 points. This was accomplished 
in less than five minutes. General Manager 
Howard of the road was seen later in the day 
and declared that the attack was part of a 
scheme in the interests of another corpora- 
tion which desired to get the stock where it 
can be handled and controlled on a lower ba- 
sis than it can be bought for to-day. Contin- 
uing, Mr. Howard said: 

The road increased its gross earnings 
$80,000 the first four monthsthis year. The 
company will this year pay the preferred 
stock dividend and earn at least $100,000 be- 
sides. The company has just declined an 
offer of 106 for preferred stock.’’ Howard 
said the management has in eighteen months 
increased the gross earnings of the New York 
& New England road $677,000 and the net 
revenue by $285,000. Yet the whole property, 
bonds and preferred stock, is selling to-day 
for only $22,000,000, and certain railroad inter- 
ests are trying to buy it cheaper. The recent 
attacks on the stock and the company’s 
credit are in the interests of people who de- 
sire to possess the property.

Referee Cook 
did not stop the fight until long after the im- 
patient audience had been demanding that it 
be closed. He did not stop it either for sev 
eral rounds after he had warned the men 
that they must do some fighting or he 
would take the action which he did. 
Corbett, like Jackson, simply had all the 
fighting he wanted, and no doubt was pro- 
thankful when the referee stopped 
the affair, which had resolved itself into a 
sort of sleep-fasting contest. In view of his 
action in the ring, it comes in very poor 
grace for Corbett to now make the claim he 
does and endeavor to belittle his antagonist. 
In self-defense Jackson was forced to issue 
the challe which he did to Corbett, and, as 
he states, itis the first he has ever issued. 
Not a word has been uttered by the black 
against the young Californian, despite the 
fact that the latterhas not spoken any too 
charitably of him and has, as Jackson re- 
marks in his challenge, received ali the 
credit, while he (Jackson) has got all the 
censure. By reason of the benefit his re- 
cent contest should be to him as a green 
pugilist and of the fact that his youth should 
enable him to stand training better than the 
negro, who must now be wing somewhat 
stale as the result of frequent training and 
fights, Corbett should come off victo- 
rious in the next meeting detween 
them. Nevertheless Jackson appears 
to have no fear of the result 
of another contest. Corbett, however, des- 
pite his talk, does not appear to be over anx- 
fous for another meeting. He has accepted 
Jackson’s challenge, but has a big string at- 
tached tothe acceptance. He says he will 
fight Jackson, but needs rest, and will make 
no match until the Slavin-Kilrain contest has 
been decided. Why does he have to wait for 
the Slavin-Kilrain contest? He has not 
proven himself a better man than Jackson 
yet, and should be to entitle him to meet the 
winner of the Slavin-Kilrain match. 
Even if he whipped the winner 
Corbett would stili have to beat Jackson to 
rank as the heavyweight best ‘entitled to do 
battle with Sullivan. The negro’s manly 
course inthis matter has been in strange 
contrast with that of Corbett. Without any 
bdoast or abuse he simply says that their late 
contest was indecisive and should be fought 
over. The following conclusion to his chal- 
lenge all must concede to be true: 

Of course, the recent match did not de- 
velop a winner. Mr. Corbett, however, has 
got all the credit and myself little else but 
censure. Now,I have never challenged a 
particular man in my life, but hear- 
ing that Mr. Corbett is going away, 
I hasten to make the following propo- 
sition. I make no excuse in regard 
to the recent match, but I think we should 
fight it out. If Mr. Corbett has not barred 
the California Club, I will box him there fora 
purse of the same size as we fought for and 
did not get. If he will not meet me there 1 
will box him in any fair club, New Orleans 
barred, for the best purse obtainable. He 
must feel as 1 do, that the late meeting calls 
for another contest. I hope he will meet me 
half way, so that we may decide which is the 
better man. On hearing from Mr. Corbett I 
will be willing to put up a forfeit as a guar- 
antee of good faith.’’

THE ARREST MADE IN THE VICINITY 
OF THE FOUR COURTS. 


Contractor Roach Brutally Assaulted by 
Some of His Employes--The Var- 
nishers’ Strike Leads to an Assault— 
A Collector’s Shortage—-A Swindler 
Sentenced—General Police News. 


Yesterday was the ist of June and, in con- 
sequence, many of the city offices contain 
new men appointed and old men reap- 
pointed. Allisnot as easy and frictionless 
as might be desired and, while the work is 
quiet, the pressure is very high. The powers 
that are pulling and pushing are rather pe- 
cullar in their make-up. First, the new 
appointees to the offices proper want to sat- 
isty as much as possible their friends; 
then the Mayor must bes satis- 
fied, and next are those Oouncil- 
men who have been indorsing the Adminis- 
tration, prominent among these being Messrs. 
Bensiek, Hoolan and Cullinane. Of the three 
Bensiek and Hoolan are the maddest. Cullin- 
ane has not yet, asthe ‘‘push’’ has it, been 
given the hooks.’’ Hoolan and Bensiek do 
not seem to be able to get much, and are visit- 
ing the Mayor’s office every day trying to get 
men in. 

The two departments around which the 
most interest is gathered are those of Tim 
Scully, the Assessor of Water Rates, and John 
Gilbert, the Supply Commissioner. 

BOUNCED BY SCULLY. 

Mr. Scully has already done some execu- 
tion, and one man he fired is the 
center of a small political whirlwind. 
Saturday Johnny Irwin of the 
Meter Department, under Mr. Temple, 
was bounced higher than a kite, and, to the 
surprise ofall, was immediately appointed 
by Commissioner Holman to a position 
equally as good as the one he lost. All Mr. 
Irwin had to do wasto move histraps out of 
one room into the next.

GERMAN AND FRENCH GRAIL. 


Condition of the Crops Worse Than Re- 
ported—Increase in St. Louis’ Trade. 


Nearly 110,000 bushels of wheat were shipped 
yesterday from New Orleans to Rouen, 
France, and this shipment, largeas it is, 
will certainly be exceeded several times 
within the next two weeks. Of the wheat 
shipped from New Orleans by far the greater 
portion comes from St. Louis; in fact this is 
the only large market that makes forefgn 
The shipments for 
May from St. Louis to French ports were 
more than three times as heavy as those 
made during the corresponding period of last 
year, and it is certain that this proportion of 
increase will be very largely added to during 
June and July, as wheat for future delivery 
has been sold in unprecedented quantities on 
orders given by big French firms. The re- 
duction in the import duty has stimulated 
not only the trade in wheat, but also that 
in four, and for both St. Louis has been made 
the depot. The wheat of Southern Europe 
closely resembles No. 2 red asthe grade is 
established in this city, and in conse- 
quence of the almost total failure of the 
foreign crop of this grade, the demands 
upon St. Louis have been exceptionally 
heavy andas the season advances will be 
heavier. Nothing more clearly proves the 
general shortage in Europe than the ship- 
ments from India, which are more than 
twice as large as those of last year. But the 
quality of the flour made from Indian wheat 
is most distinctly inferior to that made in 
this country, and these shipments will be 
used only for mixingor for grinding the in- 
ferior grades of four. The shortage of the 
crop in Southern Europe has been antici- 
pated and prepared for, but the latest 
advices from Germany indicate that 
while this country is better off than France, 
not halfa crop will be harvested and the 
United States must be called upon to supply 
this deficiency. Letters received by large ex- 
porters here indicate that the estimates 
made of the German crop have been very 
much above the true figures, and that the 
shortage will be most serious. So threaten- 
ing is the situation that a measure has been 
introduced in the Reichstag for areduction of 
the import duties on breadstuffs of from 50 to 
7% per cent. The agricultural in- 
terest has heretofore successfully opposed 
this; but the latest advices state that the 
probabilities are that this opposition will 
soon cease. Germanand English financiers 
have, it is believed, succeeded in cornering 
the best of the German crop, and the Indian 
shipments are not of a quality suitable to 
supply the deficiency. In view of this state 
of affairs it is predicted that the bars will pe 
taken down and American wheat admitted.
